the fall of 1942 was disapproved at 
the time by Stimson and ihe Amer- 
ican War Department staff.

McGeorgc Bundy of Harvard Uni- 
yeraity, appears in the January is- 
sue of the Ladies' Home Journal. 


Describing in detail the bfhind-

"Mr. - Churchill and his advisers 


categorically refused to accept the 
notion of a cross-channel invasion 
in 1942. Mr. Roosevelt categorical- 
ly insisted that there must be some 
operation in 1942. The only opera- 
tion that'satisfied both of these con- 
ditions was Torch." 


But Stimson indicated that

It is a Book full of mystery, with 


imagery and symbols to

But if portions of it now 
seem difficult, its message as a 
whole is clear and plain. In noble 
and beautiful' passages, such 
as 


those that constitute this, 
lesson, 


it sets forth the truth concerning 
God's eternal rule, and the triumph 
of the faithful in a world of.light 
and life and glory. 


But we must catch the note of 


eternity, as. well as of rule, if we 
would understand 
this 
message. 


There is a verse of a hymn that 
says:. 


"God's purposes will ripen fast, 


Unfolding every hour. 
The bud may have a bitter taste, 
But sweet will be the flower." 


That is in a hymn concerning 


faith and doubt 
in 
relation 
to 


God's providence. It is well meant, 
but I do not think that it is quite 
sound, or wholly true. Some pur- 
poses of God do ripen fast and are 
easily apprehended, but not \all. 
There are purposes that ripen slow- 
ly, and about which there is 
a 


timelessness. A constant insistence 
in Scripture is _on the need of pa- 
tience. 


Jesus spent many years of prep- 


aration before His real ministry 
began. Paul had many silent years, 
some in far-off Arabia, before he 
felt ready for his missionary jour- 
neys. No man lived nearer to the 
purposes of God, and, at first at 
least, they ripened slowly for him. 


God's rule is eternal. It is not 


of passing pomp and power, like the 
rule of men. It is not always eas- 
ily perceived in the short or narrow 
vision, but, in the long processes 
of life and history, the providences 
and judgments of God that 
mark 


His eternal rule are unmistakable. 


The world is strewn 
with 
the 


wrecks of the earthly empires of 
rulers who defied the living God, 
while the blood of the martyrs is 
still the seed of the Church. The 
Christ is still conquering, and God 
has plenty of time to fulfill His 
purposes.

Dandruff, which is also called 


dry soborrhea or seborrhea sicca, 
is most common on the sca^p, but 
can occur on other parts of the 
body. It is characterized by tho 
formation of fine, slightly greasy, 
white or gray scales, which are 
shod freely whenever the hair is 
brushed or disturbed. Slight itching 
is frequent. 
The condition occurs 


about equally in both sexes. A fam- 
ily tendency to dandruff is recog- 
nized and is often associated with 
early baldness. 


A 
definite causative 
germ 
or 


other living organism has not been 
discovered, though there is much 
to suggest that some kind of in- 
fection may be at fault, at least 
in some cases. 
It may follow 


exhausting diseases. 


Dandruff, 
a mild condition in 


itself, has to be distinguished from 
more serious diseases of the skin. 
Its treatment 
involves both 
in- 


ternal measures and external ap- 
plications. Iron is advisable when 
anemia is present; cathartics may 
be needed if there is constipation.

Sulphur, resorcin. salicylic acid

Blame for 
Starting War

Tokyo, Dec. 26 — (UP)—Former 


Premier Hideki Tojo, who failed in 
an attempt to 
kill 
himself 
two 


years ago, told the Far East war 
crimes court today that he alone 
was responsible for the Pearl Har- 
bor attack that launched the 
Pa 


cific war. 


Tojo asserted he was innocent of 


any criminal responsibility and at 
tempted to shield Emperor Hiro 
hito from blame for the blazing 
Pacific war that cost 1,000,000 Al 
lied lives. 


Unpenitent, the former Japanese 


warlord smiled confidently as, he 
stepped to the 
stand. 
He 
was 


dressed in a khaki Japanese Army 
uniform. The man who ordered the 
Pearl Harbor attack told his story 
in the form of a 60,000word affi 
davit. 


"I firmly believe and will con 


tend to the last that the war was 
one of self-defense and in no man- 
ner a violation 
of 
international 


law." Tojo said in his affidavit. 


"Never at any time did I con 


ceive that waging this war could 
or would be challenged "oy the vie 
tors as an international crime or 
that • regularly constituted officials 
of the vanouished nation would be 
charged individually as criminals. 


"As to the responsibility for de 


feat, I feel that it devolves upon 
myself as premier. The responsi 
bility in that sense I am not only 
willing but sincerely desire to ac 
cept."

Says War 
Could Have 
Ended Sooner 


New York, Dec, 26 — (IP)~- For- 


mer Secretary of War Henry 
L. 


Stlrhson in his wartime biography, 
"On Active Service," .Wrote that if 
he or George Marshal had been 
the American •> <jommandcr-in-chief 
"the invasion 
of France 
would 


have been launched in 1943, 
one 
year earlier than it actually 
oc- 


curred. 
, "Would the war have been ended 
?ooner?" he corrected. "This Is a 
problem in a dozen unknowns. No 
certain answer is possible, and th 
mattet is her left open," 


But 'stimsdn declared that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's decision to lar^d 
an Allied force in North Africa in 
the fall of 1942 was disapproved at 
the time by Stimson and ihe Amer- 
ican War Department staff. 


The first installment of his biog- 


raphy written in collaboration With 
McGeorgc Bundy of Harvard Uni- 
yeraity, appears in the January is- 
sue of the Ladies' Home Journal. 


Describing in detail the bfhind- 
thc-scenes maneaveting that forced 
postponement of Operation Bolero, 
the proposed Normandy landing,,in 
favor 'of Oneration Torch, the as- 
sault on 
Noith 
Africa, 
Stimson 
said: 


"TEhe Torch decision was the re- 


sult of two' absolutely definite and 
final rulings, one by the British, 
snd the other < by 
the 
president 


(Roosevelt), 


"Mr. - Churchill and his advisers 


categorically refused to accept the 
notion of a cross-channel invasion 
in 1942. Mr. Roosevelt categorical- 
ly insisted that there must be some 
operation in 1942. The only opera- 
tion that'satisfied both of these con- 
ditions was Torch." 


But Stimson indicated that 
the 


compromise displeased both 
him 


and Secretary of Slate George Mar- 
shall, then the army's

staff. 


He became so exasperated

one time with British high level ob- 
leclions to the landing in France, 
.Stimson said, that he proposed to 
Roosevelt lhat "we turn our backs 
on them and take up the war with 
Japan."

it sets forth the truth concerning 
God's eternal rule, and the triumph 
of the faithful in a world of.light 
and life and glory. 


But we must catch the note of 


eternity, as. well as of rule, if we

message. 


There is a verse of a hymn that 
says:. 


"God's purposes will ripen fast,

That is in a hymn concerning 


faith and doubt 
in 
relation 
to 


God's providence. It is well meant, 
but I do not think that it is quite 
sound, or wholly true. Some pur- 
poses of God do ripen fast and are 
easily apprehended, but not \all. 
There are purposes that ripen slow- 
ly, and about which there is 
a 


timelessness. A constant insistence 
in Scripture is _on the need of pa- 
tience. 


Jesus spent many years of prep- 


aration before His real ministry 
began. Paul had many silent years, 
some in far-off Arabia, before he 
felt ready for his missionary jour- 
neys. No man lived nearer to the 
purposes of God, and, at first at 
least, they ripened slowly for him. 


God's rule is eternal. It is not 


of passing pomp and power, like the 
rule of men. It is not always eas- 
ily perceived in the short or narrow 
vision, but, in the long processes 
of life and history, the providences 
and judgments of God that 
mark 


His eternal rule are unmistakable. 


The world is strewn 
with 
the 


wrecks of the earthly empires of 
rulers who defied the living God, 
while the blood of the martyrs is 
still the seed of the Church. The 
Christ is still conquering, and God 
has plenty of time to fulfill His 
purposes.

Dandruff, which is also called 


dry soborrhea or seborrhea sicca, 
is most common on the sca^p, but 
can occur on other parts of the 
body. It is characterized by tho 
formation of fine, slightly greasy, 
white or gray scales, which are 
shod freely whenever the hair is 
brushed or disturbed. Slight itching 
is frequent. 
The condition occurs 


about equally in both sexes. A fam- 
ily tendency to dandruff is recog- 
nized and is often associated with 
early baldness.

definite causative 
germ 
or 


other living organism has not been 
discovered, though there is much 
to suggest that some kind of in- 
fection may be at fault, at least 
in some cases. 
It may follow 


exhausting diseases. 


Dandruff, 
a mild condition in 


itself, has to be distinguished from 
more serious diseases of the skin. 
Its treatment 
involves both 
in- 


ternal measures and external ap- 
plications. Iron is advisable when 
anemia is present; cathartics may 
be needed if there is constipation.

Sulphur, resorcin. salicylic acid

Blame for

Tokyo, Dec. 26 — (UP)—Former 


Premier Hideki Tojo, who failed in

crimes court today that he alone 
was responsible for the Pearl Har- 
bor attack that launched the

cific war. 


Tojo asserted he was innocent of 


any criminal responsibility and at 
tempted to shield Emperor Hiro 
hito from blame for the blazing 
Pacific war that cost 1,000,000 Al 
lied lives. 


Unpenitent, the former Japanese 


warlord smiled confidently as, he 
stepped to the 
stand. 
He 
was 


dressed in a khaki Japanese Army 
uniform. The man who ordered the 
Pearl Harbor attack told his story 
in the form of a 60,000word affi 
davit. 


"I firmly believe and will con 


tend to the last that the war was 
one of self-defense and in no man- 
ner a violation 
of 
international 


law." Tojo said in his affidavit. 


"Never at any time did I con 


ceive that waging this war could 
or would be challenged "oy the vie 
tors as an international crime or 
that • regularly constituted officials 
of the vanouished nation would be 
charged individually as criminals. 


"As to the responsibility for de 


feat, I feel that it devolves upon 
myself as premier. The responsi 
bility in that sense I am not only 
willing but sincerely desire to ac 
cept."

Says War

New York, Dec, 26 — (IP)~- For- 


mer Secretary of War Henry 
L. 


Stlrhson in his wartime biography, 
"On Active Service," .Wrote that if 
he or George Marshal had been 
the American •> <jommandcr-in-chief 
"the invasion 
of France 
would 


have been launched in 1943, 
one 
year earlier than it actually 
oc- 


curred. 
, "Would the war have been ended 
?ooner?" he corrected. "This Is a 
problem in a dozen unknowns. No 
certain answer is possible, and th 
mattet is her left open," 


But 'stimsdn declared that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's decision to lar^d 
an Allied force in North Africa in 
the fall of 1942 was disapproved at 
the time by Stimson and ihe Amer- 
ican War Department staff. 


The first installment of his biog- 


raphy written in collaboration With 
McGeorgc Bundy of Harvard Uni- 
yeraity, appears in the January is- 
sue of the Ladies' Home Journal. 


Describing in detail the bfhind- 
thc-scenes maneaveting that forced 
postponement of Operation Bolero, 
the proposed Normandy landing,,in 
favor 'of Oneration Torch, the as- 
sault on 
Noith 
Africa, 
Stimson 
said: 


"TEhe Torch decision was the re- 


sult of two' absolutely definite and 
final rulings, one by the British, 
snd the other < by 
the 
president 


(Roosevelt), 


"Mr. - Churchill and his advisers 


categorically refused to accept the 
notion of a cross-channel invasion 
in 1942. Mr. Roosevelt categorical- 
ly insisted that there must be some 
operation in 1942. The only opera- 
tion that'satisfied both of these con- 
ditions was Torch." 


But Stimson indicated that 
the 


compromise displeased both 
him 


and Secretary of Slate George Mar- 
shall, then the army's 
chief 
of 


staff. 


He became so exasperated 
al 
one time with British high level ob- 
leclions to the landing in France, 
.Stimson said, that he proposed to 
Roosevelt lhat "we turn our backs 
on them and take up the war with 
Japan." 


Buf Mr Roosevelt was not really 


persuaded, and the bluff was never

"At Casablanca in January, 1943,

A constant insistence 
in Scripture is _on the need of pa- 
tience. 


Jesus spent many years of prep- 


aration before His real ministry 
began. Paul had many silent years, 
some in far-off Arabia, before he 
felt ready for his missionary jour- 
neys. No man lived nearer to the 
purposes of God, and, at first at 
least, they ripened slowly for him. 


God's rule is eternal. It is not 


of passing pomp and power, like the 
rule of men. It is not always eas- 
ily perceived in the short or narrow 
vision, but, in the long processes 
of life and history, the providences 
and judgments of God that 
mark 


His eternal rule are unmistakable. 


The world is strewn 
with 
the 


wrecks of the earthly empires of 
rulers who defied the living God, 
while the blood of the martyrs is 
still the seed of the Church. The 
Christ is still conquering, and God 
has plenty of time to fulfill His 
purposes.

Dandruff, which is also called 


dry soborrhea or seborrhea sicca, 
is most common on the sca^p, but 
can occur on other parts of the 
body. It is characterized by tho 
formation of fine, slightly greasy, 
white or gray scales, which are 
shod freely whenever the hair is 
brushed or disturbed. Slight itching 
is frequent. 
The condition occurs 


about equally in both sexes. A fam- 
ily tendency to dandruff is recog- 
nized and is often associated with 
early baldness. 


A 
definite causative 
germ 
or 


other living organism has not been 
discovered, though there is much 
to suggest that some kind of in- 
fection may be at fault, at least 
in some cases. 
It may follow 


exhausting diseases. 


Dandruff, 
a mild condition in 


itself, has to be distinguished from 
more serious diseases of the skin. 
Its treatment 
involves both 
in- 


ternal measures and external ap- 
plications. Iron is advisable when 
anemia is present; cathartics may 
be needed if there is constipation.

The removal 
r.f the crusts and debris at first 
may be accompanied by the loss 
of a pood deal of hair. 


Sulphur, resorcin. salicylic acid 


and mercury preparations are fre- 
quently used in the form of oint- 
ments or lotions, after the initial 
removal of the scales.

Blame for 
Starting War

Tokyo, Dec. 26 — (UP)—Former 


Premier Hideki Tojo, who failed in 
an attempt to 
kill 
himself 
two 


years ago, told the Far East war 
crimes court today that he alone 
was responsible for the Pearl Har- 
bor attack that launched the 
Pa 


cific war. 


Tojo asserted he was innocent of 


any criminal responsibility and at 
tempted to shield Emperor Hiro 
hito from blame for the blazing 
Pacific war that cost 1,000,000 Al 
lied lives. 


Unpenitent, the former Japanese 


warlord smiled confidently as, he 
stepped to the 
stand. 
He 
was 


dressed in a khaki Japanese Army 
uniform. The man who ordered the 
Pearl Harbor attack told his story 
in the form of a 60,000word affi 
davit. 


"I firmly believe and will con 


tend to the last that the war was 
one of self-defense and in no man- 
ner a violation 
of 
international 


law." Tojo said in his affidavit. 


"Never at any time did I con 


ceive that waging this war could 
or would be challenged "oy the vie 
tors as an international crime or 
that • regularly constituted officials 
of the vanouished nation would be 
charged individually as criminals. 


"As to the responsibility for de 


feat, I feel that it devolves upon 
myself as premier. The responsi 
bility in that sense I am not only 
willing but sincerely desire to ac 
cept."

it sets forth the truth concerning 
God's eternal rule, and the triumph 
of the faithful in a world of.light 
and life and glory. 


But we must catch the note of 


eternity, as. well as of rule, if we 
would understand

message. 


There is a verse of a hymn that 
says:. 


"God's purposes will ripen fast, 


Unfolding every hour. 
The bud may have a bitter taste, 
But sweet will be the flower." 


That is in a hymn concerning 


faith and doubt 
in 
relation 
to 


God's providence. It is well meant, 
but I do not think that it is quite 
sound, or wholly true. Some pur- 
poses of God do ripen fast and are 
easily apprehended, but not \all. 
There are purposes that ripen slow- 
ly, and about which there is 
a 


timelessness. A constant insistence 
in Scripture is _on the need of pa- 
tience. 


Jesus spent many years of prep- 


aration before His real ministry 
began. Paul had many silent years, 
some in far-off Arabia, before he 
felt ready for his missionary jour- 
neys. No man lived nearer to the 
purposes of God, and, at first at 
least, they ripened slowly for him. 


God's rule is eternal. It is not 


of passing pomp and power, like the 
rule of men. It is not always eas- 
ily perceived in the short or narrow 
vision, but, in the long processes 
of life and history, the providences 
and judgments of God that 
mark 


His eternal rule are unmistakable. 


The world is strewn 
with 
the 


wrecks of the earthly empires of 
rulers who defied the living God, 
while the blood of the martyrs is 
still the seed of the Church. The 
Christ is still conquering, and God 
has plenty of time to fulfill His 
purposes.

Dandruff, which is also called 


dry soborrhea or seborrhea sicca, 
is most common on the sca^p, but 
can occur on other parts of the 
body. It is characterized by tho 
formation of fine, slightly greasy, 
white or gray scales, which are 
shod freely whenever the hair is 
brushed or disturbed. Slight itching 
is frequent. 
The condition occurs 


about equally in both sexes. A fam- 
ily tendency to dandruff is recog- 
nized and is often associated with 
early baldness.

definite causative 
germ 
or 


other living organism has not been 
discovered, though there is much 
to suggest that some kind of in- 
fection may be at fault, at least 
in some cases. 
It may follow 


exhausting diseases. 


Dandruff, 
a mild condition in 


itself, has to be distinguished from 
more serious diseases of the skin. 
Its treatment 
involves both 
in- 


ternal measures and external ap- 
plications.

Blame for

Tokyo, Dec. 26 — (UP)—Former 


Premier Hideki Tojo, who failed in 
an attempt to 
kill 
himself 
two 


years ago, told the Far East war 
crimes court today that he alone 
was responsible for the Pearl Har- 
bor attack that launched the 
Pa 


cific war. 


Tojo asserted he was innocent of 


any criminal responsibility and at 
tempted to shield Emperor Hiro 
hito from blame for the blazing 
Pacific war that cost 1,000,000 Al 
lied lives. 


Unpenitent, the former Japanese 


warlord smiled confidently as, he 
stepped to the 
stand. 
He 
was 


dressed in a khaki Japanese Army 
uniform. The man who ordered the 
Pearl Harbor attack told his story 
in the form of a 60,000word affi 
davit. 


"I firmly believe and will con 


tend to the last that the war was 
one of self-defense and in no man- 
ner a violation 
of 
international 


law." Tojo said in his affidavit. 


"Never at any time did I con 


ceive that waging this war could 
or would be challenged "oy the vie 
tors as an international crime or 
that • regularly constituted officials 
of the vanouished nation would be 
charged individually as criminals. 


"As to the responsibility for de 


feat, I feel that it devolves upon 
myself as premier. The responsi 
bility in that sense I am not only 
willing but sincerely desire to ac 
cept."

Could Have 
Ended Sooner 


New York, Dec, 26 — (IP)~- For- 


mer Secretary of War Henry 
L. 


Stlrhson in his wartime biography, 
"On Active Service," .Wrote that if 
he or George Marshal had been 
the American •> <jommandcr-in-chief 
"the invasion 
of France 
would 


have been launched in 1943, 
one 
year earlier than it actually 
oc- 


curred. 
, "Would the war have been ended 
?ooner?" he corrected. "This Is a 
problem in a dozen unknowns. No 
certain answer is possible, and th 
mattet is her left open," 


But 'stimsdn declared that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's decision to lar^d 
an Allied force in North Africa in 
the fall of 1942 was disapproved at 
the time by Stimson and ihe Amer- 
ican War Department staff. 


The first installment of his biog- 


raphy written in collaboration With 
McGeorgc Bundy of Harvard Uni- 
yeraity, appears in the January is- 
sue of the Ladies' Home Journal. 


Describing in detail the bfhind- 
thc-scenes maneaveting that forced 
postponement of Operation Bolero, 
the proposed Normandy landing,,in 
favor 'of Oneration Torch, the as-

sult of two' absolutely definite and

But Stimson indicated that

But we must catch the note of

There is a verse of a hymn that 
says:.

That is in a hymn concerning 


faith and doubt 
in

God's providence. It is well meant, 
but I do not think that it is quite 
sound, or wholly true. Some pur- 
poses of God do ripen fast and are 
easily apprehended, but not \all. 
There are purposes that ripen slow- 
ly, and about which there is 
a 


timelessness. A constant insistence 
in Scripture is _on the need of pa- 
tience. 


Jesus spent many years of prep- 


aration before His real ministry 
began. Paul had many silent years, 
some in far-off Arabia, before he 
felt ready for his missionary jour- 
neys. No man lived nearer to the 
purposes of God, and, at first at 
least, they ripened slowly for him. 


God's rule is eternal. It is not 


of passing pomp and power, like the 
rule of men. It is not always eas- 
ily perceived in the short or narrow 
vision, but, in the long processes 
of life and history, the providences 
and judgments of God that 
mark 


His eternal rule are unmistakable. 


The world is strewn 
with 
the 


wrecks of the earthly empires of 
rulers who defied the living God, 
while the blood of the martyrs is 
still the seed of the Church. The 
Christ is still conquering, and God 
has plenty of time to fulfill His 
purposes.

Dandruff, which is also called 


dry soborrhea or seborrhea sicca, 
is most common on the sca^p, but 
can occur on other parts of the 
body. It is characterized by tho 
formation of fine, slightly greasy, 
white or gray scales, which are 
shod freely whenever the hair is 
brushed or disturbed. Slight itching 
is frequent. 
The condition occurs 


about equally in both sexes. A fam- 
ily tendency to dandruff is recog- 
nized and is often associated with 
early baldness.

germ 
or 


other living organism has not been 
discovered, though there is much 
to suggest that some kind of in- 
fection may be at fault, at least 
in some cases. 
It may follow 


exhausting diseases. 


Dandruff, 
a mild condition in 


itself, has to be distinguished from 
more serious diseases of the skin. 
Its treatment 
involves both 
in- 


ternal measures and external ap- 
plications. Iron is advisable when 
anemia is present; cathartics may 
be needed if there is constipation.

Tojo asserted he was innocent of 


any criminal responsibility and at 
tempted to shield Emperor Hiro 
hito from blame for the blazing 
Pacific war that cost 1,000,000 Al 
lied lives. 


Unpenitent, the former Japanese 


warlord smiled confidently as, he 
stepped to the 
stand. 
He 
was 


dressed in a khaki Japanese Army 
uniform. The man who ordered the 
Pearl Harbor attack told his story 
in the form of a 60,000word affi 
davit. 


"I firmly believe and will con 


tend to the last that the war was 
one of self-defense and in no man- 
ner a violation 
of 
international 


law." Tojo said in his affidavit. 


"Never at any time did I con 


ceive that waging this war could 
or would be challenged "oy the vie 
tors as an international crime or 
that • regularly constituted officials 
of the vanouished nation would be 
charged individually as criminals. 


"As to the responsibility for de 


feat, I feel that it devolves upon 
myself as premier. The responsi 
bility in that sense I am not only 
willing but sincerely desire to ac 
cept."

Says War

New York, Dec, 26 — (IP)~- For- 


mer Secretary of War Henry 
L. 


Stlrhson in his wartime biography, 
"On Active Service," .Wrote that if 
he or George Marshal had been 
the American •> <jommandcr-in-chief 
"the invasion 
of France 
would 


have been launched in 1943, 
one 
year earlier than it actually 
oc- 


curred. 
, "Would the war have been ended 
?ooner?" he corrected. "This Is a 
problem in a dozen unknowns. No 
certain answer is possible, and th 
mattet is her left open," 


But 'stimsdn declared that Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's decision to lar^d 
an Allied force in North Africa in 
the fall of 1942 was disapproved at 
the time by Stimson and ihe Amer- 
ican War Department staff. 


The first installment of his biog- 


raphy written in collaboration With 
McGeorgc Bundy of Harvard Uni- 
yeraity, appears in the January is- 
sue of the Ladies' Home Journal. 


Describing in detail the bfhind- 
thc-scenes maneaveting that forced 
postponement of Operation Bolero, 
the proposed Normandy landing,,in 
favor 'of Oneration Torch, the as- 
sault on 
Noith 
Africa, 
Stimson 
said: 


"TEhe Torch decision was the re- 


sult of two' absolutely definite and 
final rulings, one by the British, 
snd the other < by 
the 
president 


(Roosevelt), 


"Mr. - Churchill and his advisers 


categorically refused to accept the 
notion of a cross-channel invasion 
in 1942. Mr. Roosevelt categorical- 
ly insisted that there must be some 
operation in 1942. The only opera- 
tion that'satisfied both of these con- 
ditions was Torch." 


But Stimson indicated that 
the 


compromise displeased both 
him 


and Secretary of Slate George Mar- 
shall, then the army's

staff. 


He became so exasperated

one time with British high level ob- 
leclions to the landing in France, 
.Stimson said, that he proposed to 
Roosevelt lhat "we turn our backs 
on them and take up the war with 
Japan."

Arkansas rice producion jumped 
from about 8.700.000 to about 10,- 
500,000 bushels from the pre-war 
period until 1947.

A constant insistence 
in Scripture is _on the need of pa- 
tience. 


Jesus spent many years of prep- 


aration before His real ministry 
began. Paul had many silent years, 
some in far-off Arabia, before he 
felt ready for his missionary jour- 
neys. No man lived nearer to the 
purposes of God, and, at first at 
least, they ripened slowly for him. 


God's rule is eternal. It is not 


of passing pomp and power, like the 
rule of men. It is not always eas- 
ily perceived in the short or narrow 
vision, but, in the long processes 
of life and history, the providences 
and judgments of God that 
mark 


His eternal rule are unmistakable. 


The world is strewn 
with 
the 


wrecks of the earthly empires of 
rulers who defied the living God, 
while the blood of the martyrs is 
still the seed of the Church. The 
Christ is still conquering, and God 
has plenty of time to fulfill His 
purposes.

Dandruff, which is also called 


dry soborrhea or seborrhea sicca, 
is most common on the sca^p, but 
can occur on other parts of the 
body. It is characterized by tho 
formation of fine, slightly greasy, 
white or gray scales, which are 
shod freely whenever the hair is 
brushed or disturbed. Slight itching 
is frequent. 
The condition occurs 


about equally in both sexes. A fam- 
ily tendency to dandruff is recog- 
nized and is often associated with 
early baldness. 


A 
definite causative 
germ 
or 


other living organism has not been 
discovered, though there is much 
to suggest that some kind of in- 
fection may be at fault, at least 
in some cases. 
It may follow 


exhausting diseases. 


Dandruff, 
a mild condition in 


itself, has to be distinguished from 
more serious diseases of the skin. 
Its treatment 
involves both 
in- 


ternal measures and external ap- 
plications. Iron is advisable when 
anemia is present; cathartics may 
be needed if there is constipation.

Scales Removed

may be accompanied by the loss 
of a pood deal of hair. 


Sulphur, resorcin. salicylic acid 


and mercury preparations are fre- 
quently used in the form of oint- 
ments or lotions, after the initial 
removal of the scales.

Blame for 
Starting War

Tokyo, Dec. 26 — (UP)—Former 


Premier Hideki Tojo, who failed in 
an attempt to 
kill 
himself 
two 


years ago, told the Far East war 
crimes court today that he alone 
was responsible for the Pearl Har- 
bor attack that launched the 
Pa 


cific war. 


Tojo asserted he was innocent of 


any criminal responsibility and at 
tempted to shield Emperor Hiro 
hito from blame for the blazing 
Pacific war that cost 1,000,000 Al 
lied lives. 


Unpenitent, the former Japanese 


warlord smiled confidently as, he 
stepped to the 
stand. 
He 
was 


dressed in a khaki Japanese Army 
uniform. The man who ordered the 
Pearl Harbor attack told his story 
in the form of a 60,000word affi 
davit. 


"I firmly believe and will con 


tend to the last that the war was 
one of self-defense and in no man- 
ner a violation 
of 
international 


law." Tojo said in his affidavit. 


"Never at any time did I con 


ceive that waging this war could 
or would be challenged "oy the vie 
tors as an international crime or 
that • regularly constituted officials 
of the vanouished nation would be 
charged individually as criminals. 


"As to the responsibility for de 


feat, I feel that it devolves upon 
myself as premier. The responsi 
bility in that sense I am not only 
willing but sincerely desire to ac 
cept."

retary ot the Treasury Snyder said 
today nearly all life insurance com- 
panies will have no federal taxes 
to pay on this year's income. 


This results, he said in a state- 


ment, from a 1042 law which this 
,year brings about the "effective re- 
moval of icderal income tax liabili- 
ty 
from 
insurance 
companies." 


jbnyder asked that Congress give 


I "immediate attention" to changing 
the law to prevent' a repetition of 
his "unavoidable result." 


The treasury secretary explained 


that the 1942 law fixes a formula 
for determining what 
portion b f 


net investment income life insur- 
ance companies may deduct from 
tax liability in order to maintain 
reserves for the Benefit of policy 
holders. 


This year, the formula works out 


so that the companies may deduct 
100.66 per cent of their life insur- 
ance Invesliment income, 
Snyder 
said.

Always it has been the tradition 


of National Guard units to furnish 
not only military instruction but 
to serve as social centers ior thou- 
sands of young 
men

friends. From one end of America 
to another the National Guard is 
known as "the poor man's country 
club." 


But to be a social center you 


first have to have a house—or arm- 
Oiy, in the parlance of the Guard. 
The Hempslead county Ciuard has 
no armory. 


Obviously the boys aren't going 


to be in a rusli to join up with an 
outfit whose prospects are all work' 
and no play. America has always 
carried on her 
national defense 


program in peacetime as a leisure- 
hour business—and that's where the 
social angle has been, for genera- 
tions, the National Guard's strong- 
est inducement in recruiting'young 
men.

Same Symptoms, Different Re- 


medies 


If we lived under a Soviet-type 


"democracy," we should be told 
that Russia's devaluation of the 
',$lfable signals the collapse of com- 
munism. Obviously that is not the 
case. Still, the Russian monetary 
shuttle is of interest. For it shows 
that when totally different econo- 
mic systems are subjected to the 
same external forces, 
the reac- 


tions are the same. Only the re- 
medies differ. 


The Russian 
government's 
ex- 


planation of its anti-inflation pro- 
gram tells a familiar story. Mili- 
tary spendiing during the war put 
a,lot oi.iresh money,-in civcula- 
i$bn. Military production cut down 
oh goods and services for civilians. 
Essentials were rationed, and their 
prices controlled. 


But the pressure of much money 


"' and few goods brought about the 


"commercial" market. This seems 
to have operated much like ' our 
black market, though it was legal 
in Russia. And the effects were 
even worse. The government ad- 
mits officially that prices of some 
goods were 10 to 15 times the pre- 
war figure. 
^Besides these war-born 
influe- 


nces, the Soviet government had 
to contend with a woefully 
un- 


Marxian factor—the natural cupid- 
ity of most human beings. Since 
there are only about 6,000,000 Com- 
munists among some 200,000,000 So- 
viet citizens, it isn't surprising that 
there were people who yielded to 
the temptation of making a little 
side money. 


So the government made a dras- 


tic move to soak the rich (by Soviet 
standards) speculators. It also soak- 
yil those who were merely thrifty. 
All loose money is being called in 
and redeemed at a tenth of its 
face value. Even the government's 
own bonds are devaluated by two- 
thirds. 


Of course, the Kremlin couldn't 


do all this without slipping in 
a 


little propaganda—and false, 
at 


that. 


"The currency reform in capi- 


talist countries," 
the government 


statement said, 
"is accomplished 


by large increases in the prices 
art consumer goods, 
and 
conse- 


quently by a decrease in the real 
wages of workers and employes. . . 
and an increase in the army of the 
unemployed." 


This capitalist country, like Rus- 


sia, has had large increases in pri- 
ces and a decrease in real wages. 
But it hasn't had an increase in 
unemployment. And what has hap- 
pened to prices and wages is no 
more a result of currency reform 
here than it is in Russia. Actually, 
those factors are the cause 
of 


Russia's currency reform, as the 
statement admitted elsewhere. 


The Russian reform will prob- 


ably do the job it sets out to, and 
efficiently, since there is no oppos- 
ition that dares object to its high- 
handed methods. But the Soviet 
government evidently 
recognized 


that there was considerable injus- 
tice in its efficiency, and so threw 
in an end of rationing of food and 
industrial goods as a sort of con- 
solation prize. 


That may be a popular move. But 


Ut is noteworthy that the govern- 
ment said nothing about an increase 
in production of farm or factory. 
So the Soviet citizen is likely to find 
that the 
end 
of inflation 
only 


means the loss of most of his sav- 
ings and, new ruble or old, the 
same low standard of living that he 
is stuck with today.
